Selectmen's  Comment:  This  expense  is  based  on  our  use  of  the  recycling  center  and  the 
cost  to  maintain  it.  (Marlborough  Recycling  Center's  total  operational  budget  -  $123,700; 
Roxbury's  share  is  10.9%  or  $13,480  for  our  yearly  contracted  amount). 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00,  as  it's  fair 
share  of  stand-by  costs  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Keene's  ambulance  service. 
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15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  be  added  to 
the  Road  Improvement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  The  Selectmen 
recommend  this  appropriation. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  to  support  the 
meals  program  of  The  Community  Kitchen,  Inc. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $175.00  to  support  the 
Southwestern  Community  Services.  Selectmen's  Comment:  This  amount  represents

Selectmen's  Comment:  This  will  enable  the  Town  Police  to  write  civil  fines  to  dog 
owners  in  addition  to  having  the  ability  to  take  captured  dogs  to  the  local  animal  shelter. 
(Special  Ballot  vote). 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  a  trailer  for 
the  fire  department.  The  trailer  would  be  used  to  transport  the  Town's  6-wheel  All- 
Terrain  Vehicle,  enabling  quicker  responses  to  emergencies  and  also  providing  assistance 
to  neighboring  towns. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3000.00  for  initial 
building  improvements  to  the  Town's  Meeting  Hall  and  Offices.  Selectmen's 
Comment:  These  funds  would  be  used  to  improve  the  deteriorating  foundation,  refinish 
the  floors  and  provide  required  handicap  access,  and  is  Phase  1  of  a  restoration  project 
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recommended  by  the  Town  Meeting  Hall  Building  Committee, 
recommend  this  appropriation.

The  Monadnock  Regional  School  District  completes  the  first  five-year  Facilities  Plan  with  the 
startup  of  the  Emerson  Elementary  School  additions  and  renovations.  The  Board  has  accepted 
and  intends  to  act  on  Community  Facilities  Committee's  "Second  Five- Year  Plan".  Mike 
Neylan  represented  Roxbury  on  the  committee.

Police  Department  - 1997 


COMPLAINTS:  The  history  of  the  Police  Department  has  been  Hke  a  roller  coaster  from  year 
to  year.  The  calls  have  gone  up  and  down  for  years.  In  the  past  4  years  we  have  seen  a  steady 
increase  each  year  with  no  decreases.  The  types  of  calls  has  changed  also  from  the  accidents, 
suspicious  people,  vehicles  broken  down,  etc.  to  thefts,  burglaries,  illegal  dumping,  motor 
vehicles  and  people  in  the  woods,  large  gatherings  of  college  students  both  at  the  dam  and  in  the 
woods,  and  more  stolen  vehicles  recovered.  The  total  hours  used  this  year  to  investigate 
complaints  by  Oct.  1st  was  more  hours  than  we  spent  all  last  year.  A  few  complaints  after  Oct 
1st  were  given  to  the  State  Police  to  handle  to  try  to  keep  costs  down. 

CRUISER:  The  cruiser  this  year  got  the  face-lift  it  needed  and  it  was  lettered.  Once  again  I 
will  express  how  fortunate  we  are  to  have  this  vehicle.  This  has  made  a  big  difference  in  our 
responses  to  remote  areas,  and  bad  whether  conditions.  The  cruiser  is  still  in  good  shape  but 
still  needs  some  little  things  done  and  general  maintenance. 

EQUIPMENT:  This  year  the  Police  Department  bought  new  uniforms.  The  Police  Department 
had  not  bought  uniforms  for  the  past  14  years.  There  still  are  a  few  items  we  need.  Hopefully, 
we  can  take  care  of  those  this  year.  In  addition,  ammo  was  bought  for  our  mandatory  training 
with  our  firearms  and  a  case  of  road  flares  for  traffic  accidents. 

OFFICERS:  We  are  still  in  good  shape  for  coverage  as  in  the  past  I  explained  that  I  have  a 
rotating  shift,  which  allows  me  to  be  available  during  the  day,  unlike  most  part  time 
Departments.    The  other  officers  are  available  off  and  on  day  and  night. 

GRANT:  This  year  I  wrote  another  grant  that  became  available  for  speed  enforcement.  This 
allowed  us  60  hours  of  additional  patrols.  The  grant  was  designed  for  Route  9  however  some  of 
the  time  was  used  in  town,  with  an  overwhelming  response.  There  were  over  200  vehicles 
stopped  for  violations,  over  100  summons  written  and  a  few  vehicles  towed.  We  have  been 
approached  by  the  citizens  saying  they  were  glad  to  see  more  patrolling,  mostly  due  to  speeding 
vehicles. 

PATROL:  Patrolling  the  roads  are  a  very  important  part  of  the  job.  National  statistics  show 
that  patrolling  reduces  crime.  We  have  asked  for  a  special  article  for  additional  patrol  as  we  felt 
it  will  allow  us  to  better  keep  an  eye  on  things,  and  for  emergencies  we  will  have  a  faster 
response.  In  the  past,  we  have  been  a  reactive  Police  Department  — only  going  out  when  called. 
We  have  had  people  tell  us  that  things  have  gone  on  at  times  when  we  were  not  out  and  they  did 
not  call  us  when  it  happened  or  we  were  too  late.  I  would  like  to  see  us  become  more  of  a 
proactive  Department  —  hoping  to  stop  or  deter  crime  before  it  happens.  The  citizens  of 
Roxbury  have  the  right  to  feel  safe  in  their  homes  and  on  their  streets  and  the  Police  Department 
continues  to  try  to  find  ways  of  accomplishing  this.

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your 
local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  any  open 
burning.  Violations  of  RSA  227 -L:  17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail. 
Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands, 
Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist  communities  with  fire 
suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the  enforcement  of  forest  fires  and 
timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws 
please  call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the 
state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest 
Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention,  and  law  enforcement.  The  1997  fire  season 
was  a  safe  period  for  wildland  firefighters  with  no  major  injuries  reported.  The  drought 
conditions  experienced  during  the  early  summer  months  were  a  significant  factor  resulting  in  the 
total  number  of  fires  reported  during  the  season. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract 
aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from 
local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires  and 
keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible.

January  '97  began  the  year  with  the  steaming  out  of  several  frozen  culvert  pipes. 
February  brought  milder  temperatures  softening  the  dirt  roads  and  requiring  weight  limit  signs  to 
be  placed  on  all  roads.  Spring  often  brings  clogging  of  culverts  -  which  were  cleaned.  All 
potholes  were  patched  as  needed  and  the  dirt  roads  were  graded  as  usual.  The  ditches  were 
cleared  of  leaves  and  the  debris  was  hauled  away.  Davis  Hill  Road,  from  Tardiff  s  driveway  to 
where  the  dirt  begins,  received  some  attention  this  past  year.  The  old  tar  paving  was  removed, 
ground,  reclaimed  and  repacked  as  the  foundation  for  future  intentions  of  re-paving  in  the 
Summer  of  1998.    Middletown  Road,  from  Stone  Dam  Road  up  to  the  Nye  Hill  farm  was  sealed. 

On  several  occasions,  because  of  high  winds  or  heavy  rains,  trees  and  branches  had  fallen 
on  the  roadways  and  were  cut  and  removed. 

People  seem  to  find  Roxbury  a  fine  place  to  leave  their  trash.  Clean  up  of  illegally 
dumped  trash  and  debris  is  a  constant  chore,  all  of  which  is  hauled  off  to  the  Marlborough 
Recycling  Center  and  sorted.  Some  of  the  items  removed  this  year  included  a  refrigerator,  a 
couch,  a  truck  hood,  some  mattresses,  tires  and  regular  garbage.

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $9800.00.  for  salaries  and 
expenses  of  the  Police  Department.  Motion  carried.  Selectmen's  note:  this  amount 
includes  insurance. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00  for  Town  Welfare 
and  Emergency  Assistance  of  Town  Poor.  Motion  carried. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $600.00  for  expenses  and 
maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department.  Motion  carried. 

Article  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  for  upkeep  of  the 
cemeteries.  Motion  carried. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes,  and  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $3,000  for  interest  expense.

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $262.00  to  support  the 
Mental  Health  Service  Program  of  Monadnock  Family  and  Mental  Health  Service.  Motion 
carried. 
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Article  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $24,065.96  for  highway 
construction  and  reconstruction.  Selectmen's  Comment:  These  funds  for  expenditure  are 
designated  to  the  Town  through  the  Highway  Block  Grant  Fund.  The  appropriation  does  not 
affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly  expended  a  vote  is  required.  Motion  carried. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  as  the  Town's 
planning  expenses  and  its  share  of  expenses  for  the  operation  of  the  Southwestern  N.H. 
Regional  Planning  Commission.  These  funds  may  be  used  for  financing  the  staff,  operation 
expenses,  planning  studies,  technical  assistance  and  other  programs  of  the  commission. 
These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal  Funds  available  for 
planning  purposes.  Motion  carried.  Selectmen's  Comment:  It  was  pointed  out  that  there 
may  be  changes  in  this  appropriation  in  the  future. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,480.00  to  be  paid  for 
recycling  center  privileges  in  the  Town  of  Marlborough.  Selectmen's  Note:  This  charge  is 
based  on  our  use  of  the  Marlborough  Recycling  center  and  the  cost  to  maintain  it.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  as  its  fair  share 
of  stand-by  costs  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Keene's  Ambulance  service.  Motion  carried. 

Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5000.00  to  be  added  to  the 
Road  Improvement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  previously  established.  The  Selectmen 
recommend  this  appropriation.  Motion  carried. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  to  support  the 
meals  program  of  the  Community  Kitchen,  Inc.  Motion  carried. 

Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $175.00  to  support  the 
Southwestern  Community  Services.  Selectmen's  comment:  This  amount  represents  2%  of 
the  funds  provided  by  S.W.C.S.  to  residents  of  Roxbury.  Motion  carried. 

Article  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.00  to  support  the 
Home  Health  Care  &  Community  Services.  Motion  Carried. 

Article  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3000.00  for  the  purchase 
of  computer  equipment  for  use  by  Town  officials.  Motion  Carried. 

Article  20:  Shall  we  modify  the  elderly  exemptions  from  property  tax  in  the  Town  of  Roxbury,  based  on 
assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers,  to  be  as  follows:  for  a  person  65  years  of  age  up  to 
75  years,  $10,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  79  years,  $15,000;  for  a  person  80 
years  of  age  and  older,  $20,000?  To  qualify,  a  person  must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire 
resident  for  at  least  5  years,  own  the  real  estate  individually  or  jointly,  or  if  the  real  estate  is 
owned  by  such  person's  spouse,  they  must  have  been  married  for  at  least  5  years.  In 
addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  than  $13,400  or,  if  married,  a 
combined  net  income  of  less  than  $20,400;  and  own  net  assets  not  in  excess  of  $35,000 
excluding  the  person's  residence." 

Selectman  David  Gregory  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  article  to  read:  "...In  addition,  the 
taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  not  more  than  $18,400  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net 
income  of  less  than  $26,400;  and  own  net  assets  not  in  excess  of  $35,000  excluding  the 
person's  residence."  The  reason  for  the  amendment  is  to  account  for  Social  Security 
income.  Motion  to  amend  carried.  Ballot  vote  results:  62  ballot  votes  cast.  59  yes.  3  no. 
Article  passed. 
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Article  21 :      To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  come  before  the  said  meeting. 
New  Business: 

(a)  Selectmen,  on  behalf  of  all  Town  residents  recognized  Dr.  Thomas  Benson  for  his  past 
services  to  the  town  as  Selectman  since  1 984.  His  service  to  the  Town  with  regard  to 
handling  office  duties  during  weekdays  was  an  asset  now  sorely  missed. 

(b)  Therefore  the  Selectman  announced  the  addition  of  Julie  Moulton  as  office  clerk. 

(c)  Selectmen  also  recognized  Bonnie  Insul  for  her  dedication  and  effort  to  organize  and 
established  office  procedures. 

(d)  Discussion  ensued  concerning  the  deteriorating  Town  Meeting  House  building  and 
therefore  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  Selectman  form  a  Building  Committee 
to  study  in  detail  building  conditions  and  remedies  and  bring  back  to  the  Town 
residences  a  plan  for  building  repairs  and  improvements  for  a  vote. 

(e)  Discussion  ensued  by  a  resident  concerning  barriers  for  safety  and  privacy  at  the 
Town's  winter  road  maintenance  barn  area.  A  motion  was  made  to  spend  $700  to 
build  a  fence  for  safety  and  privacy  between  Robert  and  Jennifer  Goodell's  property  and 
the  Town's  barn  area.    Motion  carried. 

Residents  again  enjoyed  a  well-attended  Pot  Luck  supper  before  the  meeting.

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Minutes  of  Special  Town  Meeting  -  May  26, 1997 


A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Roxbury,  Roxbury,  New  Hampshire,  was  held  at  9:00  am  May  26, 
1997  at  the  Roxbury  Town  Hall,  Roxbury,  New  Hampshire.  The  purpose  of  this  special  meeting  was  to  discuss  the  intended  use 
of  the  Atkinson  property  (Pinnacle  Mountain  parking  area)  for  the  Aimual  Safety  Stop  by  Cornerstone  Outreach  Ministries; 
specifically,  concerns  about  traffic  control,  access,  safety  and  modifications  to  the  property;  and,  to  rule  accordingly  on  the 
holding  of  such  an  event  at  the  Atkinson  land  location. 

Present  at  the  meeting  were  Selectmen  Peter  Stuhlsatz,  Fred  White,  and  Stephen  Salamin;  Neil  Collier,  Roxbury  Police  Chief; 
Barbara  Neylan,  Planning  Board  Chair;  and,  Diane  "Dee"  Delio,  Joyce  MacNeill,  Larry  Welkowitz,  Attorney  Gary  Sheldon 
representing  Comerstone  Ministries  and  the  Delio's, 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Peter  Stuhlsatz.  Larry  Welkowitz,  recognizing  the  presence  of  counsel  for  Comerstone, 
made  a  statement  that  he  felt  he  was  at  a  disadvantage  because  he  was  not  able  to  arrange  for  his  lawyer  to  attend  this  meeting 
due  to  such  short  notice  of  the  meeting.  He  also  objected  to  the  fact  that  the  Town  had  not  responded  to  his  letter  of  March  3"*, 
concerning  the  intended  use  of  the  proposed  subdivision  parcel(s)  by  Comerstone. 

Barbara  Neylan  also  objected  to  the  fact  that  the  Town  Selectmen  had  also  not  responded  to  her  request  for  a  decision  concerning 
the  Burrough's  Subdivision  request  on  the  intended  use  of  the  property. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  then  delivered  to  all  parties  a  letter  outlining  the  decision  by  Selectmen  at  their  regular  March  24*,  1997 
meeting,  that  on  a  2  to  1  vote  it  was  determined  that  the  intended  use  of  the  Burrough's  property  is  NOT  allowed  per  current 
Roxbury  Zoning  Ordinances  (Ruling:  Peter  Stuhlsatz  voted  FOR,  Fred  White  and  David  Gregory  voted  AGAINST). 

It  was  agreed  that  this  decision  was  not  related  to  the  matter  at  hand.  This  meeting  concerned  the  temporary  use  of  the  Atkinson 
property,  not  any  proposed  intended  permanent  use  of  the  Burrough's  property. 

Considerable  discussion  then  ensued  concerning  access,  visibility,  traffic  control  and  parking  at  the  former  Pinnacle  Mountain 
Ski  parking  area.  Characteristics  of  the  land,  use  of  the  current  bridge,  vehicle  entrances,  terrain,  deceleration  and  acceleration 
by  motorcycles,  inadequate  presence  of  shoulders  and  general  safety  were  detailed  and  discussed.  From  a  Zoning  perspective, 
Barbara  Neylan  pointed  out  that  this  use  would  be  in  a  mral  zone  and  there  are  Zoning  Ordinances  which  address  uses  which  may 
be  "obnoxious  or  injurious."  (Ref  Roxbury  Zoning  Ordinances,  Article  IILC.)  Further  discussion  ensued  concerning 
permanent  vs.  temporary  use  of  property  and  interpretations  of  Zoning  Ordinances  in  those  circumstances:  that  Zoning  addresses 
permanent  use  and  that  the  Comerstone  event  is  a  temporary  event  and  that  as  long  as  the  property  owner  has  allowed  his  land  to 
be  used  in  this  way,  that  such  a  temporary  "gathering"  can  not  be  disallowed  on  the  basis  of  Roxbury  Zoning  Ordinances. 

The  meeting  concluded  with  comments  by  each  party  conceming  prior  derogatory  remarks  and  accusations,  the  Town's  ability  to 
interpret  Zoning  ordinances,  the  value  of  the  aimual  Comerstone  event.    A  short  recess  was  called  by  Selectman  Stuhlsatz.. 

Peter  Stuhlsatz  then  called  the  meeting  back  to  order  with  the  Selectmen  deliberating.  In  open  session,  during  which  time  the 
public  is  not  allowed  to  participate  in  the  Board's  discussion,  the  Selectmen  discussed  concems  over  setting  a  precedent  in 
regards  to  the  holding  of  any  event  of  this  nature.  Mr.  Salamin  expressed  his  concems  over  the  application  and  enforcement  of 
community  laws  for  the  safety  of  the  residents  and  the  general  public,  however,  he  personally  does  not  want  to  "ban"  the  event. 
Mr.  White  concurred.  Mr.  Stuhlsatz  commented  that  he  did  not  believe  that  the  Town  could  tell  people  how  to  use  their  own 
private  property.    All  Selectmen  agreed  that  this  might  be  a  topic  for  a  future  Town  Meeting. 

Peter  Stuhlsatz,  Chairman,  then  asked  for  a  vote  of  all  Selectmen,  to  allow  or  not  allow  the  Comerstone  event  from  occurring. 
Selectmen  White  and  Salamin  responded  NOT  in  favor.    Selectman  Stuhlsatz  responded  in  favor. 

Thus,  it  was  decided  by  a  majority  of  Selectmen  (2-1)  to  NOT  allow  the  Comerstone  event  from  occurring  on  the  Atkinson  land. 
Meeting  adjourned  at  11:15  am.

A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Roxbury,  Roxbury,  New  Hampshire,  was  held  at  7:00  p.m.  May  30, 
1997  at  the  Roxbury  Town  Hall,  Roxbury,  New  Hampshire.  The  purpose  of  this  special  meeting  was. . .  "to  correct  for  failure  to 
post  notice  for  the  May  26, 1997  meeting  per  'Right  to  Know'  laws  (RSA  91A:2  II  Supp.1996)  and  to  fiirther  act  upon  the  request 
by  the  Counsel  of  Cornerstone  Outreach  Ministries  concerning  the  permit  requirements  and  the  application  of  ordinances  to  the 
proposed  use  of  Atkinson  land  (Pinnacle  Mountain)  for  the  Annual  Safety  Stop  event  by  Cornerstone  Ministries." 

Present  at  the  meeting  were  Selectmen  Peter  Stuhlsatz,  Fred  White  and  Stephen  C.  Salamin.  Also  present  at  the  meeting  were 
Attorney  Arnold  Falk,  representing  the  Town  of  Roxbury,  Attorney  Gary  Sheldon  representing  Cornerstone  Ministries  and 
Attorney  Gary  Kinyon  representing  Larry  Welkowitz  and  Mary  A.  Kristiansen. 

On  motion  by  Stephen  Salamin  and  seconded  by  Fred  White,  it  was  voted  to  rescind  the  decision  made  at  the  May  26,  1997 
meeting. 

Peter  Stuhlsatz  ,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  then  introduced  Attorney  Falk,  Attorney  Sheldon  and  Attorney  Kinyon, 
each  of  whom  briefly  spoke  for  their  respective  clients. 

Chairman  Stuhlsatz  then  invited  the  Roxbury  residents  in  attendance  at  this  meeting,  to  offer  their  opinions.  At  this  time  a 
Petition  prepared  by  Joyce  Darling  McNeill  and  signed  by  80  Roxbury  Residents  in  favor  of  the  biker  tent  was  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen.  After  in-depth  discussion  by  residents,  the  large  majority  of  whom  spoke  in  favor  of  the  biker  tent,  and  after 
questioning  Roxbury's  Police  Chief,  Neal  F.  Collier,  and  former  Chief,  Earl  Nelson,  if  there  had  been  problems  or  complaints  in 
the  past  pertaining  to  noise,  dangerous  conditions  or  safety  problems  regarding  the  biker  tent,  both  officers  responded  that  in  the 
fifteen  plus  years  they  have  been  on  the  force,  no  problems  or  complaints  had  been  made  to  them.  Chairman  Stuhlsatz  then  called 
for  a  short  recess  of  the  meeting. 

Peter  Stuhlsatz  then  called  the  meeting  back  to  order  with  the  Selectmen  deliberating.  In  open  session,  during  which  time  the 
public  is  not  allowed  to  participate  in  the  Board's  discussion,  it  was  the  decision  of  the  Selectmen  that  they  could  not  disallow 
this  event  just  because  someone  thought  problems  could  arise,  and,  thus 

Selectmen  Stuhlsatz  made  the  foUowang  Motion: 

"I  move  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  respond  to  Question  #2  as  posed  by  Attorney  Sheldon  in  his  letter  of  May  14,  1997  as 
follows: 

The  Town  of  Roxbury  does  not  presently  require  a  permit  for  the  operation  of  a  non-profit  safety  stop  event  during  the  so-called 
Loudon  week.  Further,  the  Town  zoning  ordinance  may  prevent  the  holding  of  a  non-profit  safety  stop  event  depending  on  the 
time,  place  and  maimer  in  which  the  event  is  held. 

Based  on  the  evidence  submitted  to  the  Selectmen,  the  Selectmen  are  concerned  that  Cornerstone  Outreach  Ministries,  Inc.'s 
proposed  use  of  the  former  Pinnacle  Mountain  ski  area  land,  owned  by  Atkinson,  may  violate  Article  III(C)  of  the  Town  Zoning 
Ordinance  by  causing  conditions  dangerous  to  the  comfort,  peace,  enjoyment,  health  and  safety  of  the  community  and,  in 
particular,  but  not  limited  to,  vehicular  and  pedestrian  health  and  safety.  Upon  receipt  of  any  well-founded  information  tiiat 
Cornerstone,  in  the  conduct  of  its  safety  stop  event,  has  created  a  condition  or  conditions  in  violation  of  Article  III  (C),  the 
Selectmen  will  properly  administer  and  enforce  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  as  provided  by  Article  VIII  of  the  Ordinance." 

Selectman  Fred  White  seconded  the  Motion. 

Peter  Stuhlsatz,  Chairman,  then  asked  for  a  vote  of  all  Selectmen.     All  Selectmen  responded  in  favor.    No  one  opposed,  thus. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  passed  (.) 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  at  8:47  p.m.
